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Welcome patrons  
into your space with a 
dedicated information 
desk situated near the 
entrance to your space.

A large, central worktable, like this  
U.S. Map Table found on page 5.7–5.8, is 
perfect for seminar style programming 
that engages patrons in conversation, 
debate, or discussion.

Mobile partitions are a low cost, but effective way to divide neighboring  
programming areas from each other. Think about partitions that 
provide additional storage in your space, like mobile shelving units, 
partitions that double as writing surfaces, like mobile whiteboards, or 
even partitions made of glass, Plexiglas, or sound absorptive materials.

Flooring can be used as a visual cue for patrons to  
designate specific programming zones. For instance, 
use a combination of vinyl tile with carpet tiles or areas 
rugs to create a distinction between the combination 
presentation and informal lounge area with nearby areas.

Arrange lightweight stacking chairs into 
rows for lecture-style programming.

Use a combination of modular lounge furniture and tables and chairs 
to create a comfortable informal space where patrons can browse 
reading materials, independently use technology, have conversations, 
or wait for an upcoming program. Furniture can be rearranged to  
accommodate large or small groups or even one-on-one conversations.

An iPad or tablet bar lends itself  
to independent and short-term  
use of technology.
